Out of 738 Children SOo Have Symp- 
to ma of Tuberculoeie 

New York.— Aeeordiiig to a statement 
made by the New York Aseociatiun for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, 
28.1 per cent, of tha children examined 
at Sea riree/e Home, Coney Mand, show 
of tuberculosis. The. teata were 
ti|ion "M children— 3HT boya and 
347 girls-- who bad been at the home 
up to the middla of August. In yoi 
tubercular symptom! were found when 
tuberculin waa applied. The tests were 
made under the Mtparrkaioa of Superin- 
tendent Maxwell of the public schools 
and Dr. .luhu Winters Hi nut, an, presi- 
dent of Bt llevue and Allied Hospitals, to 
ascertain the advisability ol open air 
aohoola for children from the congealed 
districts. Further tests are being made, 
and a full report will ba made at the 
close of the season.
